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The Horn 


The horn is one of the oldest traditions in Arthur Hill 
High School, its authentie history dating back to the year 
1889. Its purpose is to create a class spirit among the 
students, and it is always the custom of the senior class to 
keep this horn, and at the annual Junior-Senior banquet, the 
numerals cf the graduating class are irscribed upon it and 
it is presented to the juniors. Under classmen always try to 
get this horn in their possession on this occasion, and have 
been successful several times. 

There are many incidents told about this horn. In the 
year of 1889, a gang fight was held on North Fayette street 
near the Guild House of St. John’s church. The police were summoned 
and the horn was placed in their possession until morning. An unknown 
visitor went to the jail at 12:05 and, declaring it to be morning, made 
way with the treasure to parts unknown. 

In 1900 the horn was handed out the window of the West Side 
Club which is now the Moose Hall. A student on horse back rode with 
it to the country and it was placed under a hay stack. Later it was 
brought back and placed in Dr. Morgan’s barn on Fayette street. 

In the battle the following year, the horn and mouth piece were 
separated. The class of 1904 refused to take the mouth piece but had a 
new one made, so the numerals of the class of 1903 are not engraved on 
11: 


We find the horn in 1909 in the Saginaw river at the side of the 
G. S. € L. boat house by the Court street bridge. From 1910 it was 
secreted in different homes, either in the attic or barns and a few times 
hidden deep in a well. In 1917 it was at the home of Otto Richter on 
North Bond street, hidden away in the attic. In 1920 it was again in a 
hay stack. 

In 1923 the annual banquet was held in the Bancroft Hotel. At 
the close of the program, Ray Hart, senior president, presented the horn 
to Reginald French, president of the junior class. As he made his way 
to the street from the hotel, French was surrounded by sophomores, 
who in a fierce battle, got possession of the horn. It was carried to 6 
country by Spaulding, Goldstein and Tallon. The horn has remained 
there until this year. It did not appear last year, but will be presented 
to the class of 1926,
